GENTLEMEN,—I feel, flatterred by 
your attention in offering me your 
congratulations on my appointment 
to the honorable post of Governor! 
General of Canada. I rejoice to dweil 
upon the sentiment to which you 
give expression of unaffected loyalty. 
to the Queen, and of thorough con- 
tentment with.the institutions under 
which you live. But; recently those 
institutions have been held up in be- 
coming terms of praise by a Canadian 
‘writer, who pronounces them tobe as 
good a form of Government as any 
that exists in the world, combining 
the advantages, both.of i monarchy 
and of « republican system, without 
the disadvantages incident ‘to either 
the one or the other.
